A 
rnosHy footpiitli tiiro' tiio coppice 1(kI 
np to liie brow of ii Hliglit lull, and 
there among I ho t>iiddii)g hnyiclR and 
the (liip|)U>(l BtemH of llie silver bircii, 
n young girl of about 8e von teen stood 
gazing dreumily forth over the misty 
valley thai Hproad out at hor feet. 
Ilcr hands were clasped behind her

DEAF-MUTE EDUCATION. 

Wk e«timat« that two or three hnn- 
dred deaf-mates hare thi(» month left 
forever the various inBtitulions in 
which they had been afforded facilites 
for flecnring an edacation. They will 
in most cases be prepared to earn a 
comfortable livelihood. Those who 
have »tadie<l Wst and attended to 
their work in the shop most earnestly, 
are best prepare<] to meet the exi- 
gencies of everyday life. They can 
exalt over their superior advantages 
and pride themselves on their intelli 
gence now that life's struggle begins- 
But they should, and we hope they do 
feel other emotions than pride and ex- 
ultation. We trust that they are 
grateful to their instructors who hIVe 
■o faithfully labored and striven to 
give them educated minds and skillful 
hands. E<lncaled deaf-mutes are 
now the rule instead of the excep 
tion. We find them everywhere, hold- 
ing positions of truHt and einolnrnent, 
respected for their industry, admired 
for their intelligence, and enjoying 
and appreciating the social amenities 
which make life pleasant and agree- 
able. Moat of the institutions of to- 
day send forth graduates who possess 
a knowledge of some useful trade. In 
a few instances these graduates are 
quite expert, in many they are equal 
to the average workman who heorc, 
bot it most be acknowledged that 
■ome who leave school can hardly be 
called competent workmen. In the 
precent age of polytechnical instruc- 
tion, an ordinary classroom education 
is of itself but a poor outfit in the bat- 
tle for daily bread. In the case of deaf- 
mutes it can hardly be termed an out- 
fit, but a mere 8n|)erficial beginning. 
So many occupations are clo«e<l to 
them, on account of their lack of hear- 
ing, that no institution can be said to 
have done its duty unless it« pupils, at 
the time of graduating, have become 
fairly proficient in some tra<le — that 
vade nuKum which will remove them 
from the possibility of want, and 
which will ward off the stigma that in- 
evitably attaches to useless andincom- 
f>etent members of society. Happily 
for everybody, deaf mute education is 
making rapid strides, is becoming 
more practical, more thorough and 
more advanced, and we venture to say 
that this year the gra^luatiiig class of 
every institution for educating deaf 
mates in this country, ranks, higher 
than did any of its predecessors.

" Deaf-rante« are able to »uppf>rt themiolrea by 
manual oocupationi* Ja<it aa well aa the people In 
the poMeaeion of the nenae of hearing. No u«e 
wbatevar exiata, therefore, for their reitorting to 
begging. It i« a fact, however, that the very few 
who are eogafced in thia diarcpntahlo (xtcnpation 
are enoooraged to continue in it by the benevo 
lent, who are too eaally moved by their appeala 
for money. In nearly every c»«e their appeala 
have no \,%iA» ot truth. The anoceaa of tboae 
peraotia in living without work haa onootiraged 
nnprinoipied besjiog peraoya to imitate them. 
Hence, tbo ooOMional arreate of impootora in the 
larger eitle*. A way to remedy thU evil U to re- 
fer audi ^iplicanta to the officers of aocietiea of 
organized charity, instead of giving tliera aid 
direelly. People are apt to come to wrong con- 
dnaiona eooMrning tb« deaf-mute community by 
notidng coeli impoatora. Some people nip)x>ae 
the majority of deaf-mutea to be HUbjecbi of cha- 
rity, and living upon it I can aay rww, aft<!r 
mnch obaerration, that the eicew tit anch un- 
worthy parson* is very much In favor of tlioiie 
tanposton.

It was near three o'clock when -the 
lust ball guest departed, and it was 
not until this wee sma' hour of the 
morning that most of the students 
could transfer tiieir devotion from 
Tir|>Hichore to .Somtnis, but as all of 
them are " old stagers " at this sort 
of buflineHH, they were-HS bright and 
cliipper as ever when they assem- 
bled in the chapel at 10.30 to attend 
the farewell exorcises of the year. The 
pupils of the primary deparluieni were 
also assembled in the hall, as indeed 
was every one connected with the 
school and (College in an otiiciiil ca- 
pacity, th(! Professors occupying a 
row of chairs to the right of the ]»lal- 
form, the instructors of the Primary 
takii.g up a similar row <m the left. 
On the platform. Dr. Gallaudet occu- 
|)ied the President's chair, the other 
s<!ats being filled by Senator Bayard, 
Congres-imnn Tucker, of Virginia, 
General McKeo Dunn and Mr. Robert 
Fox, Secretory of the Board ; all the 
gentlemen being Directors of th<' Col- 
lege. Rising, Dr. Gallaudet made a 
few remarks relating to the nature of 
ilio occasion of the meeting, and then 
re:id the roll of honor of the Primary 
Department. Tiio result of the Col- 
log*' examinations and the oonse(pient 
promotions, were next announced, and 
then came the Vfth'dictory Address l>y 
Mr. Vedilz, of the graduating class. 
Senator Bayard being asked ljy Dr. 
Gallaudet, made a brief l)ut impressive 
speech, in which he spoke of tlie curi- 
ous feeling which possei<sed him. 
Though speaking to thoRe *ho could 
not hear, art had neveriheiess thrown 
<lown the barriers interposed by Na- 
ture, and that, strange and wonderful 
though it seemed to him, he was yet 
ablf! to convey his uIcab to them at 
once through the medium of n third 
person, (Dr. Gallaudet, who interpret- 
ed his address in signs). " He had no 
doubt," ho said, " that the loss of 
hearing greatly increa»e<l the power 
and activity of the remaining senses. 
While God had given man live senses, 
he had at the same time given him a 
mind capable of contriving means to 
supply the loss of any one of them. 

Ho referred to the fact that while 
none of us had material wealth or were 
surrounded by its influences, still we 
were pof-tsessed of that intellectual 
wenlth which by dint of porsev<'rance 
and efTort would make us rich in the 
common sense of the word. Speak- 
ing of the credit which the Col- 
lege conferred on the country and 
of its far reaching influence both at 
home and abro.'id, he recalled (Jarl^le's 
aphorism that every noble thing is at 
first impossible. In closing the Sena- 
tor expressed his confidence in the 
ability of the class, congratulated it on 
its high record, and expressed the hope 
that its career might bo as successful 
beyond the college walls as it had 
hitherto been. The address was re- 
ceived with prolonged applause, for 
aside from tho distinguished public 
character of tho speaker, it was exceed- 
ingly forcible and nitide a deep im 
prespion. 

The diplomas wer<j then conferred 
upon the graduating class — upon 
Messrs. Allabongh, Palmer, Robinson, 
and Veditz in succession. As they 
stepped upon the platform they were 
greeted by President Gallaudet as fol- 
lows: "Mr. , By order of the 

Board of Directors, and according to 
authority veste<l in tlicm V>y the Con- 
gross of the TTnitod States, I herewith 
confer upon yon thedegreo of Bocbclpr 
of Arts, and in f.ostimony thereof 
present you this diploma." 

The wording of the diplomas is in 
pjnglish, and is t^) the efTect that the 
holder, having successfully completed 
a four years' course in the College, is 
declared entitled to tho degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, and worthy of all 
the confidence an<I trust which the 
holding of such a degree implies The 
diplom.as are signed by President Ar- 
thur, as fix-offlrin Patron of tho ('ol- 
lege, by Dr. Gallaudet as President, 
and by Mr. Fox as Secretary. 

After tho coriferr.Hg of tho degrees, 
President Gallaudet, greeting the 

idnaling class as gentleman, friends, 
i brothers in the great family of the 
educated, gave tho class sorre hearty 
advice, quoting Kiizabeth Stuart 
Phelps: "Sheer intellect has no 
greater chance of eternal life than 
sheer muscle- Immortality is not pro- 
mised by the Creator to groat men. 
Mere rnind holds no passport to eter- 
nity. There is no limited express to 
Paradise for able p«'Ople. Goethe,

having been remarkably good. Tho 
pupils commenced leuvin^^ for their 
nom((s hist evening, and it is expected 
that by this evening all vvill have de- 
parted and nothing more be heard of 
the silent people about tho institution 
till Septombor lOtli, when tho school 
opens again. 

The neat little chapel never looked 
more handsome than it did yesterday 
when tho crowd begun to gather to 
iicar and see the exorcises. The 
stage was handsomely decorated with 
flowers and ])lunts at either side, witii 
festoons of evergroen across the cen-

ter, and extending either wuy 
dentin tho middle of tho festooning 
wore tho words " (Jlass of 1884," and 
beneath a largo hofseslioe. Tho room 
was not crowded, but nearly evoiy 
seat was occujjied, and (hero were 
plenty of visitors to insure comfort on 
the jiart of those who hud to ]iur- 
ticij)ato in tho exercises. Several im- 
jn'ovements wore noticed as compaied 
with former years us regurds the ex- 
ercises und the munnor in which they 
took place. Tho class was seated on 
tho stage in u semi-circle, which mudo 
things much more convenient, and 
avoided tho necoAsity of each going 
up and down tho stops from tho 
audience when their time came to ap- 
pear on the programme. To the 
rear of tho stage were tho touchers, 
oxecpt those who had to assist in the 
exercises outside, und the members of 
tho board of trustees present hnd a 
prominent place on tho stage also, 
riio chus is probably one of the best 
in point of intelligence that has ever 
graduated from the institution. The 
ladies wore all attired in white mate 
rial and made a fair jiresonco, while 
tho gontlemun wcro dignilied in all 
they did. Huporintondont Pratt road 
the several productions to tho audi- 
ence as they were being delivered by 
the graduates, and also interpreted 
the proceedings to the pupils when 
iitiything was mid which would bo of 
interest to thom.

All who appeared on tho pro- 
gramme displayed tho usual grace 
and expression for which deaf-mutes 
are noted, and two of the |)rod notions 
were CHpccittllv line in delivery. 'Phe 
declamation by John F. Hcliild was 
unusually dramatic in tono, and 
brought forth wril merited u^)plause. 
It described the (iroman lighting the 
flumes and rescuing the injuroil from 
the destruction of u conllagration and 
'gave unusual opportunities in the line 
<jf niimcry aiuf situation. No less 
■cloi|uont in grace and artistic elTect 
was tho recitation by lieulah H. Grout, 
tho American Hag. All tho original 
productions showed n respect for com- 
mon sense in subient mutter, and did 
not deal with things which might 
very readily bo beyond the knowledge 
of tho i)Ui)d. In the cIuhh was one 
colored girl, Mury K. Kowlis of this 
city, who did most creditubly, and 
received a number of floral designs 
from friends. Tho valedictory by 
Olaronoo \V. Charles was appropriate- 
iy wordotl und contitinod some good 
mutter, besides proper expression 
over the fact that this was their lust 
mooting in tho cuimcity of puj>il», 
teachers und trust.<'es. 

The giving of testimonials and 
oertiflcatos then followed. There 
were sixteen of tho larger pupils who 
wore cftlled np flmt and jirescnted 



each with a book of poems, "Tho 
Venture," by a deaf-mute. These 
pupils wcro appointed each month to 
have u sort of gcuerul oversight of 
the younger pupils. 

The next called up wua a class of 
twelve of tho larger pujiils who have 
been in the institution ten years, tho 
full time allowed by law, and there- 
fore their connections with the school 
ceased yesterday. These were each 
presented with a certificate sotting 
forth that they had been connected 
with the school ton years but had not 
completed the i)roscribod course. 

Next came tho presentation of 
diplomas to the graduating class, the 
names of whom are given above in tho 
regular programme, und this was done 
in a most graceful mivnnor by Dr. 
Snott, member of tho board of trustees. 
Ho skolched the work which is being 
done by the in.stitutiou und the great 
good it is accomplishing in the way of 
(lifTusiug knowledge among an unFor- 
tunute class. Ho gave some most ex- 
cellent advice to tho class, warning 
thom against ever becoming a part of 
those who live off tho labor of others, 
but to go to work and make their own 
living, us they wcro now well prepar- 
ed to do. The girls he would not 
liuvo murry any man who was not 
to help her to make a living, and 
cfpiully us good udvico was given to 
tho boys. The diplomas which he 
presented to them could not be ouleii, 
were not fit to sleep upon, would not 
elect them to Congress, but simply 
certified that they hud completed u 
lirescribcd course und were qualified 
to go out into the world und make a 
living for them.selves. Tho close of 
Dr. Scott's address was sprinkled with 
liuinor, which called forth broad 
smiles from the audience. 

After the exercises had concluded 
u tlio chapel, the pupils und all pro 
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ceeded to "the soutliwtJst corner of the 
building where the exorcises of jilunt- 
tho class ivy took place. At the 
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conclusion, Uov. Professor Talbott 
said the benediction and tho com- 
mencement was over. 

The Coliimhm Kveninif Times closes 
a deserving tribute to the subject of its 
article as follows : 

Much of the success of tho term 
just closing is duo to Superintendent 
I'rutt, who has proven himself an able 
educator in the sign language, and a 
man iiossessed of unusual executive 
ability. Prof. Pratt is rai)idly bring- 
ing the Ohio Ayslum for tho Deaf 
and Dumb up among tho best in tho 
country. 

Very strong feeling is developing 
in base ball circles hero with regaril 
to tho way Dundon is being treated 
in his oustern trip. Of late the 
Columbus club has not been doing 
fully up to the "expectations" which 
goes to show conclusively that the 
other j)layer8 in the club are no bigger 
than l)undon to say tho least. Prac- 
tice Dundon, give him encouraging 
words and grunt him every rousonuble 
wish, then mark our word Dundon 
will do as well, if not bettor, as any 
one of them. Tho Columbus Tinus 
says : 

Tho advisability of lotting Dnndon 
go has been thought of favorably for 
some timo by many of tho stockhold- 
ers, us with Mountuin and Morris 
there is certainly no crying need of a 
third j)itclrer, especially in tho present 
financial condition of the club. If 
perchance on uny occasion another 
l)itclior is needed, these same persons 
say that Cuhill can fill tho bill. Tho 
T]mvn has no udvico to give in the 
mutter, thinking thut those who liuve 
tho bills to pay should bo allowed to 
say who shall furnish tho nn.sic.

It is alleg- 
ed that Indianapolis and Saginaw 
both want him, and it is too much to 
say that negotiation for his transfer to 
Olio of the above clubs will bo hnd. 

A fticling of antagonism to llrown 
bus ulso iirisen in the llourd, und tho 
plun is to chunge Hrown for West of 
tho Siiginaws giving the latter team 
tho service of Dundon. Tom Brown 
is not playing tho bull ho is paid for, 
and of the twelve dofoats that Colum- 
bus has sustained, at least four of 
Uicin is directly traceable to him.

Dr. Gallauilet, Kruns, Cham- 
berlain .and Colt, who compose the 
body of ecclesiastics who minister to 
the spirilual wants of tho flock that 
seeks gnieo and faith ut St. Ann's, 
nihiglod among tho tlirong with .an 
urbanity that was as entertaining .as 
it was becoming. 

One of tho professors of the Lexing- 
ton Avenue School was there, occom- 
panied by a conplo of young lady pu 
pi Is. 

But the place of greatest attraction 
was the corner where repo8e<l the 
luscious strawberry and congealed 
sweetness which was to play such 
an important part in tho entertain- 
ment.

The plan-frustrated (ill who tried to 
enter twice, but it was not altogether 
a success, .as all the young and hand 
some deaf-iiuito men found no difficul- 
ty in persuading the kind-hoarted and 
impressionable " waiters " to fill their 
platters more than once. Mr. George 
Lucius Reynolds neted tho usher to 
perfection, and was particul.arly atton 
five and gr.acious towards tho fair sex. 

Mr. W. (.i. Pownall took the tickets 
at tho door, but was quite reticent as 
to the number taken in. 

During tho evening. Miss Florence 
H. Jones, at tho rctptest of Dr. Gall.au- 
det, repeated in signs tho Lord's Pr.ay- 
er. I lor rendering was cle.ar and 
graceful, and produced by its solemni- 
ty and earnestness, a marked impres- 
sion upon all present. 

The enterl.aiment ended with a few 
remarks, and afterwards iirayer, bv 
Rev. Dr. G.allandet. 

Most of the inutfas were surprised 
and shocked to htar of the sudden 
death of Mr. John Witschief. 

On Monday evening, June 16th, 
Mr. Witschief complained of having 
a headache. His wife, thinking to 
make him comfortable, offered him 
a cooling drink. Ho drunk the contents 
of the tumbler, handed it back, then 
in a moment expired. 

John Witschief wus a graduate of 
the Now York Institution, and a 
member of tho Class of 1861. After 
leaving school, ho engaged in print- 
ing, and with two other deaf-mutes, 
Messrs. Blakenian and Forsenheim, 
o|)enod a job printing oflico in Centre 
Street, New York City. Tho business 
did not prosper, .and he succeeded in 
getting a clerkship in the ITnited 
States Treasury, in Washington, 
whore ho remained two or three ye.ars. 
Ho noxt secured a position as a clerk 
in tho Now York Custom House, 
which ho continued to hold until the 
timo of his death, a period of about 
eighteen years. In 18G9 ho joined his 
fortunes with Miss .1. E. Arnold, who 
had graduated from the Now York 
Institution three yo.ara previously, 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet performing tho 
marriage ceremony. They have had 
three children, all of whom died in" 
infancy. Besides his wife, Mr. Wits- 
chief loaves two doaf-muto brothers. 
George and Peter, who sorrow for liis 
loss, and who can meet him no more 
until thoy take that mysterious jour- 
ney to where timo is merged into eter- 
nity. 

The funeral services wore held iu 
St. Ann's Church, on Thursdy, June 
10th. Rev., Dr. Gallaudet officiated, 
assisted by Rev. John Chamberlain 
(who accompanied tho remains to the 
cometory), and Rev. Mr. Colt. A great 
many deaf-mutes were present, and 
took a last look at what remained of 
their depiirted brother, tho casket be- 
ing opened for that puri)08e itnmedi 
ately after the service. The interment 
took placo at Greenwood Cemetery. 
The floral offerings were very iiand- 
Home, one being an anchor boneath 
which was a jjillow with tho word 
" rest" in violets. This was contribut 
o<l by brother clorks at, the Custom 
House. Another handsome floral an- 
chor was nroseiited by doaf-muto 
friends. It is stated that Mrs. Wits- 
chief was m.ado the recipient of a 
purse containing uesu'ly one hundred 



dollars, donated by tho Custom House 
clerks. 

So passed aw.ay a good hearted, 
well-intentioned, popular deaf-nuUe, a 
man for whom no one lias ever had 
any but a kindly word. Called away 
in a moment by the unexpected sum- 
mons which, sooner or later, comes to 
all jvho dwell on this earth, let us 
hope he is now in that land of oteriml 
joy which awaits those who believe in 
Him who tasted death thiit all the 
world might live.

Miss F.airbairn was born in Lower 
Canada, Jidy 14th, 1834. Her parents 
removed to Detroit in 1837, where the 
family has since resided, and is well- 
known and highly respected. 

De.af from her birth. Miss Fairbairn 
had not the educational .advantages 
possessed by tho mutes of to day, and 
she WAS eighteen years of age oro she 
entered school.

Quite a number of mutes were pre 
sent, six of whom acted as pall-bear- 
ers — Messrs. Eanspach, Kerr, Hunter, 
Perry, Robinson and Gotworth. The 
burial was private, only relatives of 
the docoasod, and a few of her mute 
friends accompanying tho remains to 
their last resting place. 

The obse<iuios at the house were 
largely attended, tho house being 
crowded, and many beautiful baskets 
and boqiiets of flowers told more elo 
quently than words of the regard in 
which the deceased w.as hold. The 
features wore a peaceful, happy ex- 
pression, which was generally remark- 
ed. The casket was a very handsome 
one, and on it were a large floral pil- 
low with the one tender word, " Sis 
ter" across it, from her sister and three 
brothers, and other handsome floral 
offerings. 

Tho many relatives present at the 
funeral, and who sorrowfiUly followed 
tho dep.arted one to Eliuwood Ceme- 
tery, made quite a procession of them- 
selves.

amination of the pupils of the .Mackay 
Deaf and Dumb Institulioii was held 
in the large hall in that building. A 
large number of ladies and gentlemen 
weiu present and took a lively interest 
in the proceedings. The Kev. Canon 
Norman presided, assisted l>y the H'v. 
Messrs. Barclay, IJarnes and J. Edgar 
Hill. The exHiiiination commenced 
with the infant class, composed of 
three pupils, who fchowed a veiy good 
knowledge of nouns and adjectives. 
The junior class then underwent a 
most creditable examination in writ- 
ing, arithmetic and compo.tilion. In 
the second class, composed of thirteen 
pupils, the examiiialion was in arith- 
metic, Bible history and Latham's 1st 
and 2nd Reader, as well as in Cf)rai)OHi- 
tion. In all these subjects the jiupils 
acquitted themselves in such a manner 
as to do honor to themselves and ro 
fleet credit on tbeir tutors. The cali 
graphy, it m4|MlP^ said, was on tbe.^^rluating 
whole excellent, and in the majority names, place 
of cases would compare favorably 
with the performances in that line of 
tbe pupils of any school in the cily. 
Two little blind boys, brothers, then 
gave short recitations, while the elder 
one road with great fluency acomprwi- 
tion from a raised letter book. The 
third was the next called. The points 
on which pupils were examined were 
BiVjlo history, arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, and composition, and in 
all these they exhibited a thorough 
knowledge of the subjects. In llie 
examination of the second division of 
the same class, in reading, English 
history, grammar, analysis, geography, 
Bible history, corapoHJtion and arilh 
raetie, the pupils acquitted themselves 
in a most satisfactory manner. The 
most imp<^>rtant feature in the pro- 
ceedings was an exhibition of articula- 
tion by some of the pupils, which re- 
ally astonished all present, so natural 
was the pronunciation of certain 
words and sentences written on the 
blackboard by Aliss McOann, the lady 
Buperintendent. Two of the young 
lo'Iy pupils not only pronounced in a 
clear manner several sentences, but 
they also could reml from the motion 
of Miss McGann's lips the wordn 
which that lady uttered. As a proof 
of this, tbe superintendent, without 
making any motion whatever, request- 
ed one of the young ladies, .Miss 
Macfarlane, to take a crayon, break it 
in two, give one half to the Rev. 
Canon Norman, and place the other 
half on the window sill, which she nt 
once did. The system of atticulalion 
adopted in the inKt^tut*: is HelleV, and 
the progress made by the pupils must 
be encouraging to the devoted teach 
ers, whose duties must have been 
most oneroui in thus bringing about 
such hapjiy results. 

The Rev. Canon Norman said he 
was glad to see such a large numb<!r 
present. Owing to ill health, Mr. 
Widd, the superintendent, was obliged 
to r(!sign during the year, but the 
speaker trusted that Mr. VVidd's name 
would be always remembered by the 
friends and pupils of the institute.

The annuul address was delivered 
by the Rev. J. H. Tiittlo, D.D, of 
Minneapolis, and was abhr, interesting 
and instructive. liumarks were made 
by Hon. R. A. Mott, secretary of the 
board of trustees, who mentioned the 
fact of the institution having reached 
its majority, and its success and grand 
work, so speedily realized and so 
thoroughly done, filled his heart be- 
yond the power of expression. 

Mr. H. H. Hart, secretary of the 
state board of charities, who was pre- 
sent, spoke briefly to the pupils and 
audience, and took the occasion lo ex 
plain the difTerenco between an asylum, 
as this institution was formerly called, 
and the present and jiroper name of 
this State charity which is a school 
for the e<lucation of the deaf.

The exercises concluded with the 
recitation of the Lord's Prayer l>y one 
of the young lady pupils, and so clos- 
ed the best and most prosperous year 
at one of tho chief and most useful of 
the State inslitnlioDS of learning.
